COMPLETE TECHNICAL LITERATURE FOR THE SUPPLY OF THE FOLLOWING 
NAVAL UNITS: 

1- FIVE FAST MILITARY BOATS IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE ATTACHED 
SPECIFICATIONS, OR THEIR EQUIVALENT OF YOUR AUTHORITIES; 

2- FIVE MINE SWEEPERS; AND 

3- FIVE MINE DETECTORS. UNQUOTE. 

2. SPECIFICATIONS REFERRED TO: 
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QUOTE: THE FAST PATROL BOATS, WHOSE DESIGN MUST BE BASED 
ON EXISTING PROVEN DESIGN, ARE REQUIRED FOR OPERATION IN 
THE ARABIAN GULF AND THE INDIAN OCEAN UNDER VARIOUS 
CLIMATIC AL CONDITIONS.

3. GOK MILITARY HAS MADE IT QUITE CLEAR THAT MOST IMPORTANT 
GOK DESIRE IN NAVAL MATTERS IS HARPOON-EQUIPPED HIGH-SPEED 
CRAFT. DETAILS OF SPECIFICATIONS ARE OPEN FOR OUR RECOM 
MENDATIONS, ETC., AND SHOULD NOT BE CONSIDERED A HARD 
REQUIREMENT. 

4. IN REGARD TO THE MINE "DETECTORS" AND MINESWEEPERS, THE 

GOK IS COMPLETELY OPEN TO RECOMMENDATIONS ON ALTERNATE MEANS 
TO ACHIEVE THE BASIC CAPABILITY AND IS AWARE THAT USN NOW 
USES CH/RH-53 HELICOPTERS FOR MINE CLEARANCE. (NOTE: MAJGEN 
SHAIKH MUBARAK, CHIEF OF GENERAL STAFF WAS PROVIDED WITH A 
MINE WARFARE BRIEFING BY CPT TRAWEEK, USN, OF JCS STAFF,

5. AS EMBASSY HAS STATED PREVIOUSLY, (REFTELS (A), (B), (C), 

AND (D), WE RECOMMEND THAT USG RESPOND IMMEDIATELY WITH A 
STATEMENT THAT USG IS WIT I .TNG TO ASSIST GOK IN ESTABLISHING 

A NAVY INCLUDING HARPOON-EQUIPPED, HIGH-SPEED PATROL CRAFT. 
DETAILS MAY BE WORKED OUT LATER BY NAVAL EXPERTS. SUGGEST 
ISSUE BE DISCUSSED WITH AMBASSADOR STOLTZFUS, CURRENTLY IN 
WASHINGTON AREA ON HOME LEAVE.
